U. S. INCOME TAX INCREASES 
$125,000,000 IN 9 MONTHS 


Year's Collections Will Be Be- 
low Hoover Estimate. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, April. 2.—The 
Treasury Department's finai state- 
ment for March shows income taxes 
aggregating $627.524,917, sending 
the totai for nine months of the fis- 
cal year to $1,812,137.844, an In- 
crease of $125,574,244 over the 
same period of the previous fiscal 
year. 

It was indicated at the Treasury 
today, however, that the total in- 
come tax for the year would fall 
between $50,000,000 and $100,000,- 
000 short of the estimates made 
when President Hoover submitted 
his first budget to Congress last 
December. Collections for the sec- 
ond quarter, it was explained, usu- 
ally drop $50,000,000 from those of 
the first quarter. 

The Treasury estimated in De- 
cember that receipts from income 
tax in the 1939 fiscal year would 
amount to $2,480,000,000. :

CENSUS “GREAT STOCK-TAKING 
OF PROGRESS,” HOOVER SAYS 


President, Greeting Enumerator, 
“mphasizes That Information 

From All Must Be Confidential.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The 
census was termed a “great stock- 
taking of American progress” . to- 
day by President Hoover, who 
promptly answered questions about 
the first family, asked by a census 
enumerator. 

Mr. Hoover expressed the hope 
that everywhere the enumerators 
would get the assistance “they 
deserve.” The Chief Executive 
said he thought it was well to 
emphasize that the information ob- 
tained for the census was confiden- 
tial. He made this statement as 
he handed J. Sterling Moran, cen- 
sus supervisor for the District of 
Columbia,-~a written statement 
answefiig¢ census questioris Then; | 
with a smile to newsreel Operators 
and reporters, the President ob-' 
served there seems to be “no. se- 
crecy about this.” 

The census was characterized by 
the Chief Executive as “vital to. 
progress and the determination of 
many social policies.” 

The President in his written 
statement informed the enumerator 
that he was 54 years old and had 
been married at the age of 25. He 
gave his birth’ place as West 
Branch, te., and that of his father 
at Miami County, Ohio, and his 
mother as a native of Ontario 
Province, Canada.

Estimate of Nation’s Gain 
in Population in 10 Years 
Is 17,000,000, Making 
Total 122,000,000. 


St. Louisans today began answer- 
ing the numerous questions of the 
decennial census of the nation. The 
first of the group of more than 
700 men and women engaged as 
enumerators in St. Louis and St, 
Louis County began ringing door- 
bells about breakfast time. 

Details about the life history and 
social and economic statug of ev- 
ery inhabitant are being recorded 
‘on large printed forms. The cen- 
sus takers, many of whom are 
women, will work all day for two 
weeks and most of them may find 
it advantageous to make some 
calls in the evening, when people 
are more likely to be at home. 

Uncle Sam is not interested in 
his citizens as individuals in the 
census, but he will take the data 
obtained, person by person, and 
compile it into totals which will 
serve all sorts of valuable pur- 
poses. Under the law, informa- 
tion about individuals cannot be 
divulged. Enumerators will car- 
ry cards of identification which 
they will show on request. It is 
mandatory that the census qtes- 
tions be answered. 

The’ census will 
two weeks to complete. The first 
announcements of population  to- 
tals. by city wards and county 
townships are expected by the 
third week of April. 


Census Intended to Be Most Com- 
plete Ever een 
he Associated P 

BY WASHINGTON, April 2. —/An 
army of 120,000 census enumera- 
tors enters today upon the task of 
counting the American population. 
This census jis intended to be the 
most complete tabulation of the 
American people and their eco- 
nomic conditions ever made. , 

Each worker carried a portfolio 
containing dozens of copies of the 
questionnaire that is being put to 
everyone in the country. Impor- 
tant among their equipment was 
@ specially prepared map of their 
territory, showing every street, ev- 
ery alley, where a human habita- 
tion had been placed. 

The questions are intended to 

produce a store of statistical in- 
formation including not only the 
extent of population but the ex- 
tent of unemployment, illiteracy, 
and home. ownership. There are 
questions too which are expected to 
give important data on the farm 
problem. 
- Although the 1930 task is the 
biggest ever attempted by the Cen- 
sus Bureau, modern accounting 
machinery will make it speedy. 
For months the Bureau has been 
making its preparations and is 
ready to tabulate the results of the 
canvass with greater rapidity than 
ever before. 

At the head of the organization 
is William M. Steuart, Director of 
the Census. He- delivered a radio 
address last night calling upon the 
people to co-operate with the 
enumerators.

Michigan, the Census Bureau esti- 
mates, will gain four, Ohio threo, 
New Jerséy . Texas two each, 
and Arizona, Connecticut, Florida, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma and 
Washington one each. 

States expected to lose repra- 
sentation are Alabama, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Maine, Massachusett, 
Nebraska, New York, North Da- 
kota, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Ver- 
mont and Virginia, one each; Mis- 
souri three; Indiana, Iowa, -Ken- 
tucky and Mississippi, two each. 

The census 10 years ago showed 
a total population of 105,710,620 
and the intervening decade is esti- 
mated to have brought an increase 
of approximately 17,000,000. 

In Director Steuart’s office is a 
highly complicated mechanism 
known as a census clock which 
keeps tab on estimated population 
changes as the minutes pass and it 
is now standing Close to .122,004,- 
000. 

Steuart expects a’ merry race 
among his workers to see what cii- 
ies and other geographical sections 
can get their reports in fi

Prohibition, how- 
ever, was brought abgut for the 
purpose of solving the alcoholic 
liquor problem which already ex- 
isted under the era of liqudr. Pro- 
hibition, therefore, is not a ques- 
tionit is an answer.” 

McBride contended that  nine- 
tenths of the evidence presented 
by those who would repeal prohi- 
bition “prove simply that there 
are inherent evils in the’ alcoholic 
liquor traffic.” 

As to the second point, he con- 
tended that “prohibition has be- 
hind it the unmistakable and re- 
peatedly expressed will of the 
American people,” and that the 
{sentiment for repeal of the. dry 
laws “emanates largely from cen- 
ters that have always been over- 
whelmingly wet and in which 
liquor has been deeply en- 
trenched. 

“To change the attitude and ap- 
petites of a majority of these in 
10 years,” he said, “is too much to 
be expected. That some wish re- 
peal does not indicate an increas- 
ing demand.”’ 

On the third point, McBride said, 
the resolutions before the Judiciary 
Committee were all “liquor sellirg 
programs and contain the false and 
foolish assumption that the liquor 
problem can be solved by selling 
and using more liquor.” 

He argued that the measures 
would contribute only to lawless- 
ness and would destroy the obliga- 
tion governing the production and 
distribution of alcohol for indus- 
trial purposes. 

Statements of Other Drys. 

In his statement, Dr. Dinwiddie 
said prohibition had not been 
adopted until a thorough trial of 
every other known method had 
been made. Hé assailed straw votes 
on the wet and dry issue, saying:

“We contend,” Canon Chase 
wrote, “that the election of Presi- 
dent Hoover, notwithstanding other 
issues which were involved, was a 
clear mandate from the people to 
Congress not to repeal the eight- 
eenth amendment, but to try to 
enforce it. 

“Treat Violators as Rebels.” 

The statement submitted. by 
Crawford expressed a desire that 
violators of the dry law be treated 
as rebels. 

“If smugglers and bootleggers, 
or yachtsmen.and high society 
people openly rebel against the 
prohibition law,” Crawford's state- 
ment read, “they must be treated 
exactly as rebels against any other 
law. 

“The issue is no longer the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law. 
The issue is the maintenance — of 
the constitutional Government. 


Rebels against constitutional gov-.| 


ernment must be treated as rebels 
and made to understand that even 
if they do not like’ the prohibition 
law they cannot defy the Govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

Crawford's statement outlined a 
plan of the Board of Temperance 
and Social Service. It embodied 
four points, as follows: 


“1, Representing the general 


_eonference: This board hereby pe- 


titions Congress to vote for what- 
ever measures, money and men 
may be necessary to secure effec- 
tive enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law. 

“9. In the name of the general 
conference, we petition that the 
law shall be afiministered by its 
friends. [ 

“3. We urge Congress to pass 
such legislation as the President, 
after investigation by commission 
or otherwise, may decide to be 
vital and necessary to make this 
enforcement program effective, not 
only for the comntry at large, but 
to make the capital city of the na- 
ion the model city in respect to en- 
forcement of law. 

“4. We favor the inauguration 
and prompt extensive development 
of an educational policy by the 
Government in support of the 
eighteenth amendment. Posters, 
leaflets, press articles should be 
prepared by highly qualified ex- 
perts, emphasizing the evil ~physi- 
eal, intellectual, social and moral 
effects of the use of intoxicants.” 

The statement of Canon Chase 
also indorsed specifically a bill by 
Congressman Moore (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, designed to “relieve the con- 
gestion in the court calendars.”’ He 
said the measure would accomplish 
this by permitting Judges to try 
misdemeanor cases and recéive 
pleas of guilty without a jury. 

“It is folly to p&dlock night 
clubs and imprison  bootleggers,” 
the statement continued, “‘but do 
nothing to suppress motion pic- 
tures ‘which glorify and Brodupe 
such criminals.” 

' He recommended passage of a 
bill by Congressman Hudson 
(Rep.), Michigan, which would 
place motion picture production 
under closer Government supervi- 
sion and would “change motion 
pictures into allies of prohibition.” 

Chase asserted that it was not

AH. HANDLAN UPHELD 


Supreme Court Reverses Deci- 
sion of Lower Court in Suit 
Over Will. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2. — 
The Missouri Supreme Court, Di- 
vision No. 1, today upheld trust. 
provisions in the will of Alexander 
H. Handlan of St, Louis, overruling 
Circuit Judge Hartmann ‘who in 
February, 1928, declared the trust 
void and ordered the distribution 
of $31,750,000 among the heirs. 

Mr. Handian,. president of the 
Haridlan-Buck Ce., manufacturer 
of railroad supplies, died in 1921. 
After making various specific be- 
quests, his wil| directed that the 
residue be formed into a trust es- 


tate, with his three sons serving as| 


trustees for 20 years, dividing the 
income into three shares Of 16 per 
cent each for the sons and four 
shares of 13 per cent each for the 
daughters, except that the share of 
one daughter, Mrs..Kathryn.Hand- 
lan Trautz, ‘was given ,to her 
daughter, Kathryn Handlan, who 
assumed her mother’s family 
name. 

Mrs. Trautz sued for partition of 
the estate. Im upholding her suit, 


Judge Hartmann fruled that the; 


trust provisions of the will violated 
the rule of perpetuities in that no 
trust should extend more than 21 
years beyond a life or lives in he- 
ing, This was for the reason that 
no definite time was. set for the 
beginning of the trust, the will stat- 
ing the trustees should take charge 
after closing of the administration 
of the estate. 

In a. 91-page opinion, the Su- 
preme Court holds that the trust 
created in the wijl is valid and 
should be carried out. The case is 
remanded to the Circuit Cogrt for 
early judgment in accordance with 
the Supreme Court decision.

He discussed “five outstanding 
respects in. which the modern age) 
differs from others industrially 
and socially and explained the ef- 
fect of these on educational stand- 
ards and methods, The modern. : 
age is marked by constant change, 
speed, new use of machines, stand-. 
ardization and the adoption of the 


doliar-and-cent standard of prog- 
ress, he said, 

“We are accustomed to thinking 
of the machine age as starting wich: 
the industrial revolution, but it is 
really only 10 years old,” Cooper 
said. “Until 10 years ago the use 
of machines merely took men fror | 
one line of production and placea 
them in. another, the making of} 
machines. ‘But since 1920 the in. | 
crease in production has not beéo 
accompanied by an increase in hu- 
man employment. It has been an 
ncrease in horsepower rather than 
man power. a 


Standardizing Humans. 
“The result of this has ‘been the 
adoption of universal standards, 
which have great advantage in ‘in- 
dustry, but which threaten.serious 
disadvantages if applied to. human 
beings. The Government has: im- > 
proved hogs and cattle by its ac- 
tivities with them; but. the im- 
provement has been in making 
them all of the same sort. We do 
not want to have all human be- 


bition, and the demand for ‘stan- 
dardized marriage and divorce 
regulations as manifesting this ten- 
dency. 

The application of the dollar 
and cent standard of progress was 
defended by Cooper. ‘The’ people 
who denounce it do not understand 
it.” he said. “It was a_ necessary 
development of modern times. 
There was an age when we were 
content to step ‘off distances to 
measure them. but there came a 
time when it was necessary to de- 
velop*’an accurate rule. This doe3 
not mean that the standard of dol- 
lars and cents can be the only one, 
but it does mean that it is indis-_ 
pensabie.” 

The oversupply of human power 
has thrown a tremendous burden 
on our’ education system. -Cooper 
said. -A few years ago only 10 
per cent of ‘the children of. appro- 
priate age attended high school, 
while now the Jdast figures com- 
piled show the percentage to be 
53, he said. The increase in num- 
bers has come largely from a type 
of person not adapted to the schoo 
work available in former years, he 
said.

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MR. WILBUR AND BOULDER DAM. 

Secretary Wilbur’s latest proposal for disposing of 
Boulder Dam power is less objectionable than those 
previously outlined by him, but it still falls distinct- 
ly short of what Congress and the public have every 
right to expect. 

The Boulder Dam act plainly provides that no ap- 
plications from private interests for power shall be 
considered until the applications of states, municipali- 
ties and other public agencies have been satisfied. 
The logic of such provisions is perfectly obvious. 
That power produced by the expenditure of public 
money on a publicly owned site should first be made 
available to public establishments needs no argu- 
ment. In this instance public agencies have applied 
for all the power that can possibly be generated at 
Boulder Dam. Morally and legally, therefore, Secre- 
tary Wilbur has no proper alternative but to appor- 
tion all the power among them. 

Notwithstanding this, he has persisted in submit- 

ting one plan after another whereby a substantial 
share of the power could go to the identical private 
power companies which opposed the project. In- 
deed, at one stage he seemed to be preparing to give 
them all the power—a development whié¢h aroused 
prompt and vigorous protest from Congress. The 
latest proposal appears on its face to be less gener- 
ous to the private companies, since it contemplates 
awarding them a minimum of 9 per cent of the

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' INCREASING. THE COTTON SURPLUS. 

At a time when an honest effort is being made on 
almost every hand to help solve the yarious farm 
problems it is disquieting to learn that the 10 coun- 
ties in the lower South Plains section of Texas are 
planning to increase the mjacreage this year. 
This amounts to a virtual défia of the pleas of 
the Federal Farm Board and the warnings of the ya- 
rious agricultural agencies. The Lamesa (Tex.)

Today begins the greatest national stock-taking the 
world has ever seen. To:obtain a cross-section pic- 
ture of the United States, 120,000 census enumera- 
tors swing into action. They will record every per- 
s0n in the country, inquiring how he lives, what 
work he does, what rent he pays, and so on. Tt 
is much more than a formal counting of heads t 
is taking place. Every citizen has curiosity in how 
much larger the country’s population is than the eés- 
timated 120,000,000, and how many inhabitants his 
own city has gained. In addition, politicians, econ- 
omists, sociologists, busindss men; civic organiza- 
tions and countless others will be intimately inter- 
ested in the findings. 

From the tabulations of the fifteenth decennial 
census will come the first reapportionment of the 
national House of Representatives in 20 years. Sev- 
eral states will gain Congresamen, others will lose 
them. Missouri will lose two. It ts estimated that 
reapportionment will cost the drys 100 seats in 
Congress, A new departyre in enumeration will 
give the first definite figures on unemployment, 
invaluable for the guidance of those whose duty it 
is to grapple with this important problem.

INCE Chief Justice Hughes was, in part, 


S the choice of a former President, the 

appointment of Judge John J. Parker 
of North Carolina is the first definite in- 
dication of Mr. Hoover's: ability to pick 
members of the Supreme bench. What 
kind of decisions and opinions can we ex- 
pect from Mr. Justice Parker? 

When a new appointee to the court is 
e practicing lawyer, his achievements, aside 
from arguments in court, are known to 
very few persons, and his abilities must be 
largely determined from hearsay. Fortu-~ 
nately, Judge Parker’s work is open to all 
for appraisal. Since he wag appointed in 
1925. by Mr. Coolidge to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals which hears cases from ‘the 
Carolinas, the Virginias and Maryland, he 
has written about 140 opinions, <A careful 
reading-of these-gives a pretty good fore- 
cast of the qualities he will show in his 
new position. 

His ‘Opinions are usually decisive and 
solid, leaving no doubt as to what he nieans, 
They state the existing law carefully. and 
quote many previous cases. Indeed, he is 


inclined to give the reasoning of others - 


rather than his own. He is thorough at 
some cost of length, and in some décisions 
he exhibits a considerable degree of power 
in presenting a mass of material in clear 
and orderly fashion, 

For the most part his conclusions on the 
questions befOre him seem sound. He un- 
doubtedly ranks above most Jndges of 
American state and lower United States 
cotrts. It is reported that his control of the 
cases during oral drgument makes a marked 
impression on lawyers, o
